REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee 


In presenting this report, your committce would say, the appear- 
ance of the schools, for the year, has been quite satisfactory. Two 
of them have been taught by the same teacher before; and here per- 
mit the suggestion, that when good teachers can be obtained, it would 
be well to continue them in the same schools for successive terms. 
It seems quite evident to your committee, that the better acquainted 
a teacher becomes with his scholars, the better will they be qualified 
to give the requisite instruction. 

The school rooms are all in quite good condition, though sadly 
wanting in school furniture. A few more chairs, (there is but one | 
room that has more than one), and some good maps, are very much 
needed. 

Districts No. 3 East, and No. 3 West have united, and erected a 
very good and pleasant house, and are now second to none, in_ this 
respect. é | 

Should District No. 4 do likewise; or, at least, so far as to build 
a convenient out-house, for their scholars, it would be well. The 
schools have text books enough, in number, but too varied in kind, 
and some of them very poorly adapted to the interest of the pupils, 
in the estimation of your committee, yet he has been loth to make 
any changes ; still it eould be done, with profit to the schools. Where 
there are so many kinds of books, there must be consequently more 
classes, and the larger the number of classes, the less time can the 
teacher devote to each. If the parents, would visit the schools more 
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frequently, they would see what their children need, and also more 
fully appreciate the services of the teachers; besides, such visits 
would tend greatly to encourage the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO, 1. 
Mr. Asa Woop, Pradential Committee. 


“Summer term commenced May 1; closed September 2; having a 
vacation of four weeks in August. Miss Luvan A, Harriman, teach- 
er. Whole number of scholars 41; average attendance 28 2-3. 

Miss Harriman is one of the best of teachers, possessing good 
abilities and having considerable experience, but her health failing, 
the school did not maintain the high position it gave promise of in 
the beginning. There was, as perhaps might be expected, when the 
teacher was suffering from iilness, some decline in the discipline of 


the school. She was not really able to keep school nart of the time, 


yet your committee thought it best for her to continue to the close. 
The most of the classes made good proficiency. The register shows 
129 instances of tardiness, and 81 dismissals; hence if some did not 
make the desired advancement, this may, in part, be a reason there- 
for, Miss H. had no visits from the parents, in her school. 

The Winter term commenced October 17, and ctosed January 7. 
Miss Sarah E. French, teacher, Whole number of scholars 44; aver- 
age attendance 37. 

Miss French is an experienced and wide- ateake teacher. Her 
school appeared well. It was orderly and prompt, and made good 
progress. Some may have thought her a little too strict with the 
little ones, yet it may be well to remember the old proverb, ‘‘as the 
twig is bent, so the tree ’s,inclined;” fora healthy discipline upon 
the younger portion of the school, ‘‘as well as others,” may prevent 
disorder and confusion in after years. Some of the parents visited 
the school this term. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Mr. Cuaries Parsuiry, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term commenced May 9, and closed June 30. Miss Net- 
tie Dearborn, teacher. Whole number of scholars 36; average at- 
tendance 27, 

Miss Dearborn is a young lady of good qualifications for a teach- 
er, and with a little more discipline and experience, will make a 
first class instructor. Her school seemed to give very general satis- 


é, 
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faction, and so far as there was a disposition to learn on the part of 

the pupils they made good advancement. She evidently tried hard 

to gain the good will of her pupils, but there seemed to be some on 

whom love was thrown away, and severe punishment the only thing 
. that would bring them to terms. 

Winter term commenced October 10, and closed December 27, 
“Mr. James B. Martin, teacher. Whole namber of schoiars 30 5 
average attendance 27 1-3. 

. Mr, Martin is a young man of promise, and appears well caiculat+ 
ed for a teacher. It seemed to be his aim to do thoroughly what he 

» undertook. He was master of his school, inside and out, and, as the 
natural consequence, his pupils made good progress for the most 
part. . The district seemed well satisfied, as quite a number of the 
parents visited this school.

Summer term commenced June 16, and closed Nov ber 1, with 
a vacation of 5 weeks. Miss M. A. Smith, teacher. hole num- 
ber of scholars, 1st half 33, 2d half 30; average attendance, Ist half 
25, 2d half 19. ¢ 

, Miss Smith has taught this school before, and seems fully qualified 
for a first class instructress. If she has any fault wherein she failed of 
success, she was too kind. She worked hard, andthe committee 
thought she had a hard task, as there appeared to be but little sym- 
pathy existing between teacher and scholars. and some of the schol- 

ars show evidence of but little training outside of the sshoolroom. 
Perhaps there may, be such a thing as expecting too much of a teach- 
er... Those who seemed any way inclined to learn, made good pro-. 
gress, so far-as yuur committee was able to judge. Being called out 
of town, he was not presené at the closing examination. 

Winter term commenced November 28, and closed February 11. 
Mr. A. W. Dudley, teacher. Whole number of scholars 28; aver- 
age attendance 24, 

This was Mr. Dudley’s first school, and he succeeded finely. The 
discipline of the school was somewhat improved, yet there is room 
for still greater improvement, as a portion of the pupils do not ap- 

"pear to be at allestudiously inclined. The school made some consid- 

' erable advancement, yet the recitations were not so perfect as could 
be desired, at your committee’s last visit.
